General Harrison sat in ooe of the private
boxes at the base-ball park yesterday afterncon
and watched the local players administer their
third successive defeat to the great team from
Chicago. The General's presence must Lave
been an inspiration, for the Iodiavapolis boys
played a remarksble game. The contest was
pip-and-tuek from start to finish. First oze
elab and then the other forged shead, and the
2,500 spectators were kept at fever-heat all the
time. Notwitbstanding this faet, there was
something about the work of the two teams
which presaged victory for the home playera
The latter were, for once, more confident, and
showsd whbat they could de with both
confidence sad determination. Boyle and
Van Haltren wers the opposiog pitchers, and of
course thers was an easy choice between them
in favor of Doyle; so itlocked like the home
clab's chances were better, if anything, than the
Chicagos’. The resuit did not come about in
quite the way that was expected. Boyle was
kit barder than it was believed he would be,
and only won because of the magnificent sup-
port he received. Vao Haltren, on the other
hand, was pot “found” by the home batters so

readily, and, but for his own wildness and the
poor work of catcher Farrell, Chicago would

have won the game. In the two previous con-
tests Chicago had done the better fleld-

fog snd Indianapolis the better bat-
ting, but vesterdey this condition of
affairs was reversed. Iines made two wonder-
ful catches in center fleld. In one inping Anson
sent a line fiy far over the veseran’s head, but
the latter turned and ran the instant the ball
Joft the bat, and turned just in time to cateb it
Shortly afterward Hines malle a fine catch of a
fly from Daly's bat. Seery made su excellent
* cateh of aline drive from Anpson's bat, and all
the infleld did great work—Glasscock ana Ester-
brook jally. Pfeffer sad Wiliiamson did
the best work for Chicago.

Seery began the game by getting a base on
balls, but after Denny flew out to right he was
doubled up Ly Hines's liner to Pfeffer. Ryan
then startled the spectators by batting the first
ball that Boyle pitched over the fence at left
field for a home run. Sullivan made three in-
effectual efforts to his the ball, bus the third
strike was 80 high that Myers could not reach
it, and the batter got his base He was forced
st second, however, by Van Haltrea's groander
to Glasseock. Van Haltren stole second, went
to third on a wild pitch and scored on Anson’s
drive 10 Bassett, who failed altogether to stop 1t
because he tried to run up ia order to throw

yan Haltren out at the plate, and the pitcher
gcored the second run.  Anson reached third on
two more wild pitches by Boyle, who seemed to
bave an off inning, bus P'leffer flew ont to Ester-
brook and Williamson struck ous. The local
players then pulled themselvea together and
tied the secore. Glasscock began the
pecond with = bit, went to second base on
Bassett's sacrifice, and scored omn two wild

itches. In the next inning, after Myers haa

aced Van Haltren, whom he had batted so hard
last spring and had gomne out to Ryan, Boyle
made a safe hit to center, and went to second on
a wild piteh. Seery was called out on strikes,
but Lvnch was so slow in calling the third strike
that Farrell, who dropped the ball, touched
Seery before he could get a start for first
Denuy, however, brought Boyle in with a base
hit, waich Sullivan fumbled, but the Hoosier
captain was thrown out at second by the left
fielder, the play being very close. Tha Chicagos
pulled away in the next inning, scoring another
run. Anson and Pfeffer had been retired,
when Wiiliamson hit to right. MetGeachy came
withia ao ace of throwiog the ruaner out at
first, but the throw was not ltoppod.
aod Williamson got to second base. Then
Buros mads a timely hit to eeater, Williamson
scoring. The home players went right in and
passed Anson’s crowd. DMcGeachy began with
8 slow one, which Pleffer fumbled, and went to
third on a passed ball. Farrell was nervous
and presently he mads a wretchbed throw to see-
oud, which enabled McGeachy to go to third
Van Haltren was afraid of Myers and gave him
his base on balls, after which the latter im-
mediately stole second. There was no one out,
and the excitemsnt wag very great. Suddenly,
while Boyle was at bat, Farreil threw to third
and attempted to cateh McGeachy napping.
The ball struck Me(Geachy on the leg and bound-
od out into foul territory, while not only Me-
Geachy but Myers also came bome, the spec-
tators standing on their feet and shouting wild-
ly. There wers no more ruuns, although Deany
got in a bit alter two outs,

The Chicagos remained behind until the 7th,
After Williamson had been retired in this in-
ning, Burns made a beautiful line drive to the
right-Oeld fence, but only secured oue base, He
ran to third, however, on Farrell's slow single to
conter, and then Daly tapped the ball just over
short-stop for a Yase bit and Barns came in, ty-
ing the score. A passed ball advanced Farrell
and Daly to third and second, and as there was
but cne out matters looked blue, since Ryan
was the next batter. The light-haired oat-
fielder, however, merely lifted a sbort fly to
§ , and Sullivan’s pop fly fell into Deany's
bands, preventing any further damage.

Then the home boys went in determinediy and
wou the game. Denny was the first bitter, and
bhe drove a safe short fly to center. Hines bad
pot yet made a hit, although he had been
doiog valiant service 1n the fleld. Oua this oe-
casion, however, he made one of his pretty
drives to left center. The crowd stood up and
watehed the ball—first, as it sailed just ont of
Williamsou's reach, aud afterward when Salli-
van and Ryan turned their backs and started
for the place where the fence was likely to stop
its course, Then the cheering began, and it
never ceased natil Denny had crossed the plate,
while Hines stopped at second Glasscock
showed bhis disposition to play for the
side rather than for himeelf by makioe
s sacrifice. Bassett braced bimself to do the
same thimg, but VanHaleren threw him such a
pretty ball that he his 1t hard and sent it safely
to leit fleld. This of course sent Deany home
and gave the local players a decided prestige,
but the stubborn Cbicage men came near over-
coming it the pinth, when Williamsen and
Burns, the first two batters, cracked out pretty
singles. Farrell came to bat. He, more than
anyons slse, was responsible for the lead which
the home club bad secured, and it devolved upon
him to retrieve his record by ahit, It was not
bis fauit that be did not do so. Hesenta
grounder, a8 bhard as either of
the precesding  hits, bounding  past
second; but Glasseock made two quick
steps, lunged forward and stopped the ball;
then, recovering his balance, bhe picked it up,
spraog on the second base and threw it to first,
makiog a wonderful double play. The enthosi-
asm of the apectators was remarkable, and the
Chicagos looked like they thoughs she gods of
good fortune had all deserted them. Farrell
especially was dejected as he came back and sat
down on the bLench, The double play placed
Willilamson on third, but Daily ended the game
by an easy fly to Hines, while the spectators
poured down over the field, cheering and tossiog
their bats inoto the air.

The bowe players hurried to the elub-house,
where they dressed preparatory to takiog the
train for Pittsburg.  While there General Har-
rison was brought down and introduced to the
men, He complimented them upon their fine
playing and the feat of scoring three straight
victories over Chicago.
